Fo rd Friday v eto ed the $7.9 billio n 
Edu catio n ap p ro p riatio n act o f 19 76 , say ­ 
in g it was “to o mu ch to ask the American 
p eo p le — an d o u r eco n o my — to bear.” 
Presiden t Fo rd said he has lo n g 
believ ed that edu catio n “is o n e o f the 
stro n g fo u n d a tio n sto n es o f o u r 
Rep u blic,” bu t he said the issu e in this 
ap p ro p riatio n bill was “whether we are 
g o in g to imp o se fiscal discip lin e o n 
o u rselv es o r whether we are g o in g to 
sp en d o u rselv es in to fiscal in so lv en cy " 
Fo rd said the v eto ed bill called fo r 
sp en din g $1.5 billio n mo re than his 
bu dg et p ro p o sal. 
The Presiden t u rg ed Co n g ress to su s­ 
tain his v eto , so it wo u ld be p o ssible to

In a statem en t he read in his Ov al Of­ 
fice, Fo rd p o in ted o u t laat this was the 
first reg u lar ap p ro p r,iatio n this y ear.

He said, 
ho wev er, that p ro g ress had been made 
an d the U.S.-sp o n so red n eg o tiatio n s 
wo u ld co n tin u e. 
Sp eakin g o n Israeli telev isio n . Rabin 
said. “We hav e receiv ed Eg y p t’s p ro ­ 
p o sal, which is su bstan tially n o t accep ta­ 
ble. Bu t Israel do es n o t simp ly reject, 
bu t p u ts fo rth its o wn p o sitio n .” 
He sp o ke after the Israeli n eg o tiatin g 
team , m ade u p o f Rabin , Defen se 
M in ister Shimo n Peres an d Fo reig n 
M in ister Yig al Allo n , had met fo r two 
ho u rs o n the latest Eg y p tian p ro p o sals 
receiv ed v ia Washin g to n . 
Mean while, Cairo n ewsp ap ers q u o ted 
Eg y p t's war min ister as say in g the n a­ 
tio n ’s armed fo rces hav e p lan s to cro ss 
the Su ez Can al an d co mp lete the libera­ 


tio n o f Sin ai “in a reco rd sho rt time 
sho u ld the p o ssibilities o f war be re­ 
n ewed.” 
The Israeli leader said the ag reemen t 
o n a n ew Israeli p u llback in the Sin ai 
mu st co n stitu te “an actu al chan g e o f re­ 
latio n ship betwen Eg y p t an d Israel. 
“ I believ e an in terim ag reem en t... can 
o n ly be based o n a p u blic Eg y p tian state­ 
men t to the effect that the u se o f fo rce, o r 
the su p p o rt o f its u se, n o lo n g er p lay s a 
p art in the fabric o f relatio n s between 
Eg y p t an d Israel, an d that all fu tu re dif­ 
feren ces o f o p in io n mu st be so lv ed 
p eacefu lly thro u g h n eg o tiatio n s.” 
Rabin rep eated his in sisten ce that the 
ag reemen t mu st be co n clu ded in face-to - 
face talks, rather than by American in ­ 
termediaries. 
“The fo u n datio n ... mu st be ag reed u p ­ 
o n in direct n eg o tiatio n s ... ev en if the in ­ 
itial stag es are n o t bein g directly 
n eg o tiated,” he said.

Polytheism spreading in the U.S.

ANAHEIM, CaUf. (AP) - 
The“ go ds” are multiply ing in 
America. In co ntrast to the tra­ 
ditio nal mo no theistic v iew o f 
o ne univ ersal Go d reco gnized 
thro ugh ev ents o f Jewish-Chris- 
tian histo ry , there is a rising, 
mix ed po ly theism. 
That is a co nclusio n drawn 
these day s by numero us reli­ 
gio us and so cial analy sts. 
It’s apparent *‘in the pro life­ 
ratio n o f cults,” say s Dr. Ro b­ 
ert Ellwo o d, a religio us so do lo - 
gist at the Univ ersity o f So uth­ 
ern Califo rnia and a specialist 
o n new religio ns in mo dem cul­ 
ture. 
“ Withdrawal 
gro ups,” 
he 
calls them. 
He say s they div erge fro m 
histo ric co ncepts o f “ church- 
ty pe gro ups o riented to no rma­ 
tiv e v alues o f so ciety and fami­ 
ly. In the cults, stro nger gro up 
co hesiv eness takes the place o f 
the family and v ery autho r­ 
itativ e leaders take the place o f 
the father.” 
" 
Dr. Walter Martin, a pro fes­ 
so r at the Melo dy iand Scho o l o f 
Theo lo gy here, say s the cults 
hav e “ beco me v ery po werful in 
the United States” and display 
a “ semantic ju^le” o f reli­ 
gio us terms and ideas abo ut di­ 
v inity . 
“ The pro blem in dealing with 
cults is that wo rds undergo 


redefinitio n,” he say s. “ This 
makes fo r multifario us defini­ 
tio ns o f Go d, a kind o f pan­ 
theism o r po ly theistic theo lo gy 
that do es no t bear any relatio n 
to histo ric religio n.” 
Dav id L. Miller, asso ciate 
pro fesso r o f religio n at Sy r­ 
acuse Univ ersity , sees ev idence 
o f the shift in current “ interest 
in the o ccult, in magic, in ex ­ 
traterrestrial bfe, in Hindu In­ 
dia and Buddhist Japan, in 
multidemo ned China, in so rce­ 
ry , in new religio ns’ and many 
o ther meaning sy stems hitherto 
fo reign.” 
Co llege students no w demand 
“ massiv e and to tal access to 
all the go ds o f men. Eastern 
and Western, primitiv e and 
mo dern, heretical and o rtho ­ 
do x , mad and sane,” he writes 
in a bo o k recently issued by 
Harper and Ro w, called “ The 
New Po ly theism: Rebirth o f the 
Go ds and Go ddesses.” 
Citing ancient cultural ro o ts 
o f American demo cracy , he 
say s, “ The go ds and go ddesses 
o f Greece are o ur heritage. 
So o ner o r later, it is they who 
will return.” 
So me scho lars suggest there 
are co ntempo rary tendencies 
to ward co nditio ns o f ancient 
Ro me, when mino rity Judaism 
and fugling Christianity were 
part o f a scene do minated by 
the o fficial Ro man pantheo n o f 
go ds. 
Ellwo o d and Martin, who 


spoke here at a rec*ent annu al 
m eeting of the Relig ion News- 
w riters Association, inclu ding 
news reporters of relig ion from 
across the cou ntry , noted the 
rapid g row th of v anou s closely 
com m u nal cu lts. 
M artin, au th or of “ The King ­ 
dom of the C u lts" recently is­

WASHINGTON (AP) — American of­ 
ficials are more than a trifle defensive 
when they discuss the declaration that 
President Ford and leaders of 34 other 
governments will sign next week in 
Helsinki 
After two decades of prodding, the Sov­ 
iet Union will finally gain acceptance of 
the postwar map of eastern Europe In 
return, the West mostly gets some high- 
sounding but tenuous “ human rights” 
principles 
The document, which is not legally 
binding, allows for peaceful changes in 
borders. But this provides scant hope 
that Moscow’s hold on eastern Europe 
will be relaxed and change will have to 
come from within the Warsaw bloc, the 
way Romania has achieved a measure of 
independence in its foreign policy. 
As for the human rights concessions, 
such as reunification of divided families 
and freer movement of “ ideas.” journal­ 
ists and security, they also are not legal­ 
ly enforceable and depend on Soviet good 
will. To the very- end of two years of 
weary negotiations and drafting of the 
declaration, the Soviets fought for and 
obtained qualifications and conditions in 
every liberal provision

Mostly, the United States went along 
with the tide 
In the U S. view, the result is a political 
document that can serve as a “ takeoff” 
for traditional treaties that would make 
the human-rights provisions binding. 
More important, it serves detente, the 
policy that Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger has pursued through the Ni.xon 
and Ford administrations Another bond 
has been struck between P^st and West, 
giving promise of more understandings, 
such as a projected treaty to limit of­ 
fensive nuclear weapons 


On a practical level. President P'ord 
will seize the opportunity of the summit 
setting to talk to Brezluiev about ven- 
fication and other oastanding issues that 
are blocking completion of the weapons 
pact 
Unless they are resolved. 
Brezhnev’s planned visit to Wa.shington 
this fall will be delayed — or held without 
a treaty signing. 


Moreover, in the Helsinki declaration 
the Soviets make the gesture of agreeing 
to give 21-day advance notice of 
maneuvers involving'25.000 soldiers or 
more within 175 miles of their western 
borders. This applies also to Soviet 
troops in East Germany or elsewhere. 


Whether the document would restrain 
the Soviets from applying the Brezhnev 
doctrine. the self-proclaimed right to in­ 
tervene in a Warsaw bloc state, or from 
meddling in Portugal, is highly pro­ 
blematic 


The most that knowledgeable U S of­ 
ficials claim is that intervention in 
Portugal’s domestic affairs would be in­ 
compatible with the p:ast-West agree­ 
ment and that the whole thrust of the 
security conference runs counter to the 
Brezhnev doctrine

.An excessive amount of iron in water 
entenng the Sedalia Water Department 
resenoir on South Ingram caused water in 
the city last week to turn green and reddish 
when 
blended with chlorine, it was 
announced Thursday 
Water filtenng 
plant 
foreman Sam 
Knapp received the information from Don 
Sisson, a representative of the .Missouri 
Division of Health, who collected samples 
of the colored water for lab analysis on 
July 17. 
The reservoir, located on the filtering 
plant property, contains 25 millions gallons 
of water from Flat Creek and is normally- 
used as a water source for about two hours 
each day 
When contacted July 14 about the 
problem 
by 
local 
citizens, 
water 
department employes switched the city 
water supply from the reservoir to the city 
wells 
However. Knapp explained, the 
problem was not immediately solved 
because much of the Flat Creek reservoir 
water was still in the lines when conversion 
to the wells was made 
Presently. Knapp said. Sedalians are 
receiving water from city wells, the city 
water storage tower and Spring Fork Lake 
A trace amount of iron was also found in 
samples of water taken from Spring Fork 
Lake, but it was not considered significant 
enough to discontinue useage of this water 
source. 
The problem of colored water has been 
eliminated for about a week. Knapp 
indicated steps will be taken to make the 
reservoir water useable once again as a city 
water source. He said this may take up to

Report shows beef 


prices ore rising 


WASHINGTON (A P) — American con­ 
sumers paid more for beef in June than 
ever before, and those prices apparently 
continued to soar into this month, the 
Agriculture Department reports. 


Figures released by the department on 
Thursday gave weight to the Labor 
Department’s announcement earlier this 
week that higher meat prices had helped 
boost the cost of living by eight-tenths of 
one per cent in June, the sharpest rise in 
six months. 


Energy cost 
jump blamed 
on fuel cost 


WASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Ford says the refusal of the House to re­ 
sume U S arms sales to Turkey “ can on­ 
ly do the most serious and irreparable 
damage to the vital national security in­ 
terests of the United States.” 
With a dramatic last-minute shift of 
votes, the House rejected 223 to 206 even 
a partial lifting of the arms embargo it 
imposed on Turkey last Feb 5 after the 
Turks invaded and occupied Cyprus 
On another arms deal, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee votes to­ 
day on whether to reject a $350-million 
arms sale to Jordan 
The House In­ 
ternational Relations Committee recom­ 
mended Thursday that the antiaircraft 
missile and gun sale to Jordan be turned 
down. 
In a stem message after the^ House 
vote on the Turkish arms sales. Ford 
said it would damage not only “ normally 
excellent relations” with Turkey but also 
Turkey’s North Atlantic alliance role and 
U.S. efforts to encourage negotiations 
between Greece and Turkey for a Cyprus 
peace. 
Opponents contended that approval of 
renewed U.S. arms sale would be sub­ 
mission to blackm ail because of 
Turkey’s threat to close U.S. bases if it 
did not get the arms. 
House leaders including Rep William 


S 
Broomfield of Michigan, ranking 
Republican on the House International 
Relations Committee, said they believe 
the House vote will bring serious conse­ 
quences, such as the loss of the U.S. 
bases in Turkey. 
Ford and other supporters of the arms 
sales had contended Congress’ aid cut-off 
last year did not work to force Cyprus 
negotiations and that the U.S. bases on 
Turkey are needed for surveillance of 
the Soviet Union 
Congress cut off all U S aid to Turkey 
as of last Feb. 5 because of Turkey’s use 
of American weapons in its invasion and 
occupation of Cyprus 
The rejected House bill would have 
cleared for immediate release $185 
million worth of weapons Turkey had 
contracted for as of Feb. 5. 


It also would have permitted cash 
sales to Turkey and authorized Ford to 
approve additional U.S. credit arms 
sales strictly for Turkey’s North Atlantic 
alliance obligations. 
Four leading opponents of the renewed 
arms sales said in a joint statement that 
partial lifting of the ban “ would mean a 
green light to countries buying billions of 
dollars in American arms to use those 
arms without restraint — a most 
dangerous precedent.” 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The price 
Americans paid for electricity jumped 30 
per cent last year due primarily to 
higher fuel costs, according to a report 
from the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 


The EPA authorized the study to de­ 
termine how much of an effect antipollu­ 
tion measures were having on electricity 
costs, and reported these only accounted 
for 5 per cent of the increase. 


However, EPA Administrator Russell 
E. Train noted that “ increases attributa­ 
ble to environmental regulations may in­ 
crease over the next five years as the 
utilities phase in capital expenditures for 
pollution control.” 


The report, released Thursday, said 
that “ 1974 saw an unprecedented in­ 
crease in the cost of electricity.” It esti­ 
mated that total revenues of the electric 
industry totaled $40 billion during the 
year, an increase of $9 billion over 1973. 


Thus, for the average American, the 
price of one kilowatt hour of electricity 
rose from 1.97 cents to 2.57 cents, the 
study said. 


The report said that on average elec­ 
tricity rates increased 23 per cent for re­ 
sidential customers and 33 per cent for 
commercial and industrial users of 
elecricity to make the average 30 per 
cent. 


“ Consumers along both the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts were the most 
seriously affected by the higher rates, 
the report said. And “ New England and 
the Middle Atlantic regions, which his­ 
torically have had the highest electric 
rates, also had the highest rates of in­ 
crease during the last year” . 


The report said fuel prices accounted 
for 60 per cent of the higher electricity 
costs. Nonfuel electricity costs increased 
only 16.8 per cent during the year, with 
the largest factor in this category the ris­ 
ing interest rates on borrowed money, 
the report said 


Fuel-switching from high sulfur to low 
sulfur coal and oil, and coal-to-oil and 
coal-to-gas conversions of generating 
plants accounted for only 2.5 per cent of 
the higher costs, the report said. In addi­ 
tion, the report estimated that about 8 
per cent of utilities’ capital expenditures 
were attributable to environmental fac­ 
tors.

Ford proposed to gradually phase out 
price controls over a 39-month period 
and an $11.50 per barrel price ceiling on 
all domestically produced oil. 
Ford said that, although this 
represents a rollback on all current un­ 
controlled oil prices, the $11.50 ceiling 
would gradually be increased by five 
cents per month over the length of the 
program which runs through Nov 30, 
1978. 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
G. Zarb told reporters the administration 
new decontrol plan “ seemed to us to 
meet all the objections raised” against 
the proposal rejected by Congress last 
week. Ford had vetoed the congressional 
energy plan. 
House Speaker Carl Albert said Presi­ 
dent Ford’s compromise energy plan will 
be acted on quickly by the House — and 
that it “ might have a chance.” 
Ford called his plan “ a critical first 
step in reversing our growing depen­ 
dence on foreign oil.” 
He said it should be combined with a 
windfall profits taxes on oil companies 
and rebates of energy taxes to the 
American people. But he did not spell out 
details of such a program in a statement 
concerning the compromise he was send­ 
ing to Congress today. 
Zarb said the cost of all oil would rise 
to about $13.45 a barrel at the end of the 
39-month period 
On windfall profits, he said the details 
of that will be worked out with the House 
Ways and Means and Senate Finance 
committees. He said there is “ no ques­ 
tion but legislation of that variety can be 
written and passed.” 


Zarb said that the $2 a barrel import 
tariff on imported oil would remain in ef­ 
fect. 


He said that the President wants 
Congress to face the “ hard questions” 
now and Ford is prepared to veto a three- 
month extension of the price control act 
if Congress does not agree to this com­ 
promise. 
When as'xed if this was Ford’s final of­ 
fer.

heart troubles 


NEW YORK (AP) — A woman who 
uses birth control pills has a 4*2 times 
greater risk of suffering a heart attack, 
and the danger seems to zoom upward if 
she has other heart-risk factors, two 
British medical studies say. 
The other factors are cigarette smok­ 
ing, diabetes, high blood pressure, obesi­ 
ty and high blood cholesterol, according 
to Dr. Samuel Shapiro of Boston, who re­ 
viewed the studies in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 
He says oral contraceptives could be 
responsible for fatal and nonfatal attacks 
each year for 3.5 per 100,000 women aged 
30 to 39 and about 45 per 100,000 women 
aged 40 to 44. 
But Shapiro cautions that “ further 
studies are needed” of the relationship 
between heart attacks and oral con­ 
traceptives.

member of the John Birch Society ’s 
national cou ncil, is rapidly earning the title 
of Freshman Class Clown. 


The arch-conserv ativ e u roli^ist has tilted 
with dozens of windmills and resorted to 
tactics from the day s of Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy 
to 
smear 
liberals 
as 
Commu nists. 


He is ev en at war with his ex -wife who 
accu sed him of refu sing to mak e lov e to her 
while they were married becau se, he told 
her, 
“people do 
not 
mak e 
lov e in 
wartime. ” 


Du ring his first half-y ear in office, the 
Marietta 
madcap 
has 
bewildered 
his 
colleagu es by inserting an astonishing 140 
speeches in the Congressional Record. Not 
one of them was dehv ered on the Hou se 
floor. 


McDonald’s 
rambhngs 
inclu de 
su ch 
classics 
as 
“Sav e 
ou r 
Santas 
from 
Cov ernment.” So far, the tax pay ers hav e 
been stu ck with $40,000 in printing charges 
despite the fact that McDonald was elected 
on a platform of combatting gov ernment 
waste. 


The Georgian’s Record inserts wou ld 
probably be grou nds for cou rt su its if he 
did not hide behind his congressional 
immu nity . 
He 
often 
reprints 
long 
membership hsts of poUtical organizations 
and 
then 
claims 
the 
members 
are 
Commu nists. 


One of his targets has be ^ capable ex - 
Rep. Charles Porter, EMJre., who took 
u mbrage at being smeared as a Commu nist 
and ^nv ited McDonald to come “ ou t from 
behirid the shield of immu nity .’’ 


Porter wanted to su e McDonald so “the 
ju dicial sy stem (can) determine which of u s 
is a brazen liar.” McDonald responded by 
reprinting Porter’s challenge in the Record 
and renewing his scu mlou s, bu t safe, 
attack on the former lawmak er. 


His former wife charged McDonald with 


hav ing ex tramarital affairs and refu sing 
sex u al relations with her. “ We’re at war,’’ 
the former wife qu oted her bellicose 
spou se as say ing, “and people do not mak e 
lov e in wartime .” 


Conju gal battle alone, howev er, does not 
dominate McDonald’s think ing. At a secret 
meeting of the Hou se Armed Serv ices 
Committee, some colleagu es nerv ou sly 
snick ered at his demand that tactical 
nu clear weapons be u sed to “ liberate Sou th 
Vietnam from the Commu nists.” 


Bu t McDonald’s zealou s concerns do not 
ex tend to the management of his own 
affairs, as an ex amination of his campaign 
filings 
shows. 
We 
fou nd 
nu merou s 
contribu tors 
were 
still 
improperly 
identified, althou gh the Hou se clerk told 
McDonald’s campaign committee abou t 
the transgressions last December. 


The financial portions of McDonald’s 
campaign report are also su spect. Federal 
lav /s 
limit 
spending 
on 
media 
adv ertisements to $50,000 in the primary 
and $50,000 in the general election. 


Bu t McDonald’s campaign committee 
apparently slipped as mu ch as $2,000 worth 
of primary ex penses into the general 
election accou nting. This k ept the primary 
total below the legal limit of $50,000. 


Footnote: Two of ou r reporters made 
repeated efforts to reach McDonald, ev en 
attempting to call him from the Hou se 
floor. McDonald, so 
far, has refu sed 
comment 


STAMP COLLECTION: The Agricu ltu re 
Department is look ing into charges that 
politicians in Pu erto Rico hav e ‘ripped 
off” wholesale batches of food stamps 
while deserv ing families are v irtu ally 
starv ing. We hav e learned the probe may 
end with criminal indictments. 


The $600 million food stamp project was 
created less than a y ear ago and 71 per cent 
of the island’s popu lation is eligible. 
Howev er, pathetic letters reaching u s say 
that “the staff in charge of the food stamps 


pri^ram are from the (Popu lar and 
Independent) parties ... Only the rich of 
the party or those connected with it hav e 
access” to the stamps. 


Another letter tells of a 7 9 -y ear-old man 
crippled by arthritis whose $98.90 in Social 
Secu rity 
goes 
mainly 
for 
a 
nu rse- 
hou sek eeper and medicine, bu t who has 
been pu t off sev en times by food stamp 
officials. 


Other letters tell of well-tox lo families 
who list as dependents 
their grown 
children. They , in tu rn, claim their own 
children as dependents to get still more 
food stamps. The stamps, of cou rse, are 
v alu able and in some instances hav e 
actu ally been u sed as “cu rrency .” 


Footnote: An Agricu ltu re spok esman 
confirmed a probe had been going on since 
March. “It tak es time to get started,” he 
said. 


OILY BUSINESS: An oil lobby ist has 
u sed the stationery of the ‘nonpolitical 
American Society for Testing and Materials 
to lobby against a bill requ iring gas octanes 
to be posted at the pu mps. 


Ray Wright, refining director of the oil- 
sponsored American Petroleu m Institu te, 
is also secretary of the prestigiou s testing 
society and is su pposed to wear only one of 
his hats at a time. 


Instead, he u rged members of the 
society , on its own letterhead, to lobby 
against the bill which cou ld sav e motorists 
$3 million and k eep tons of lead ou t of the 
atmosphere.

U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission warned today that 
more than five million alumi­ 
num baseball and softball bats 
sold nationwide during the last 
seven years may be dangerous 
if their rubber grips are loose. 


One death and at least two 
serious injuries have been asso­ 
ciated with the problem, the 
agency said 


Consumers were urged to 
ci-eck the rubber gnps on 
aluminum bats immediately and 
not to use them if the grips 
loose, worn, torn or deterio 
rated. 
In such event, the aluminum 
bat could come loose from the 
grip or the knob at the end of 
the grip could tear off when the 
bat is swung, the commission 
s.|id. 


The death and injuries all re­ 
portedly involved youngsters 
who were struck on the head 
when the bats and grips sepa­ 
rated. 


The commission said Eaton 
Corp. of Cleveland.

And while it is true that 
some viewers do — almost too 
happily equate public TY with 
bberality. 
realistically, 
the 
analogy is far-fetched. 
“ We really do very little 
nuditv, ” says Chamberlin. “I 
can’t ' think that we’ve done 
anvthing daring in the last 
year 
or 
so. 
We’re 
really 
getting to be a bunch of 
poops! When I was at Channel 
13 (New York).’’ he jokes, 
“ we 
did 
much 
more 
interesting things." 
Like 
the 
show 
on 
acupuncture, done right next 
door to Chamberlin’s office 
“ There was a girl stretched 
out on a table." Chamberlin 
recalls. 
“ The acupuncturist 
pulled down the blanket and 
she had nothing on but a little 
pair of briefs and this guy was 
giving her acupuncture all 
over. Well, we got a lot of 
flack about that Yet. these 
shows are our best fund­ 
raisers. 
'Steambath.’ 
for 
instance, was very popular 
and It's a serious play that 
happens to have one nude 
scene .And. of course. 'Nana' 
showed one left breast " 
.All of which doesn’t add up 
to a lot of skin But there is 
still a better chance-of being 
titillated 
than 
tickled 
on 
public television. .Aside from 
Montv Python s Flying Circus 
and 
the 
defunct 
Great 
Amencan Dream Machine, 
comic relief is scarce, 
Chamberün 
admits 
that 
public T\’ is dnfting in a 
comic 
vacuum 
.And 
the 
problem he says is not so 
much finances as a lack of 
talent and a vehicle for it. His 
mouth waters at the prospect 
of an All in the Family on 
public television, 


“ .All in the Family is one of 
the most educational shows on 
TY." Chamberlin says “We’d 
love to have a good comedy 


show 
like 
that 
Whether 
they’re dealing with breast 
cancer or the black-white 
situaUon. thev take things out 
of the closet and they're 
dealt with very skillfully . Most 
people who are doing comedy 
don’t think of coming to us 
Thev go with the big bucks 
and’l don’t blame them But I 
don’t want to use money as an 
excuse for not doing comedy. 
We just don’t have the right 
kinds of people to focus on the 
right kinds of programs ." 
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And while PBS executives 
worry over the dearth of 
comic entertainment, their 
audience remarks about the 
spate of English imports Is 
our own American genius at 
such a premium? 


Not at all, says Chamberlin. 
The problem is a deficiency in 
the production capabilities of 
public television here 


“ We can’t produce anything 
of the quality of The Ascent of 
Man Upstairs, Downstairs for 
that kind of money at this 
time. So far we’ve only been 
able to afford it by acquiring 
it We buy BBC dramas at 
about $20.000 an hour 
On 
commercial T\’ here, three or 
four hundred thousand dollars 
is nothing " 


BBC first tnes to peddle 
their programs to commercial 
T\’ at high figures 
“ When 
they can t sell them there." 
says Chamberlin, “ we begin to 
negotiate 
and 
dnve 
them 
down — which isn t as far 
down as we want anymore 
because they know we have 
more money 


“ But we're in no position in 
pubbc TY to plan far enough 
ahead or get the kind of talent 
on a long-term basis that we d 
need 
for 
.American 
prixluctions. 


“ And BBC drama isn’t all 
that grand." says Chamberlin 
“We only bnng over the 
cream. There’s just as much 
junk there as there is here. 
Alistair Cooke is the first to 
admit that a lot of the stuff is 
turgid and horrible But we’re 
lucky Since commercial T\’ 
people take little or nothing, 
we can pick and choose and 
take only the best." 


But how free a choice is it?' 
Do corporate funders regulate 
public TY alternatives'’ 


“ There’s a Uttle give-and- 
take," 
Chamberbn 
admits 
“ There's give-and-take when 
you sell anything and when 
you go to a major corporation 
with a presentation about the 
kinds of programs you’d bke 
to have them underwrite, they 
may have some comments to 
make about them When you 
come back for your next 
presentation you may take 
some of these comments into 
account." 


Although 
Chamberlin 
hedges when asked to give an 
example 
of 
corporate 
pressure, he admits that they 
may trespass in the areas of 
artistic consideration, subject 
matter or approach.
